ARTICLE 27 

THE COUNCIL 

1 . THE COUNCIL SHALL CONSIST OF 36 MEMBERS OF THE AUTHORITY 
ELECTED BY THE ASSEMBLY, THE ELECTION TO TAKE PLACE IN THE 
FOLLOWING ORDER: 

SECRET 
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(A) THE SIX INDUSTRIALIZED STATES WHICH HAVE MADE THE 
GREATEST CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE UNDER- 
STANDING AND EXPLORATION OF THE AREA AND THE 
EXPLOITATION OF ITS RESOURCES AS DEMONSTRATED 

BY SUBSTANTIAL INVESTMENTS OR ADVANCED 
TECHNOLOGY IN RELATION TO THE RESOURCES OF 
THE AREA, INCLUDING AT LEAST ONE EASTERN 
EUROPEAN STATE; 

(B) THE SIX STATES WHICH ARE IN RANK ORDER THE 
PRINCIPAL PRODUCERS OF THE CATEGORIES OF 
MINERALS TO BE DERIVED FROM THE AREA AS 
SPECIFIED IN ANNEX

(E) TWELVE STATES ELECTED ACCORDING TO THE 
PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC DISTRI

THE FOLLOWING REGIONS: AFRICA, ASIA, LATIN

4. STATE PARTIES SHALL BE ELIGIBLE FOR ELECTION TO
